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ITALIAN  TRAVELOGUE 

By  Richard  Reece 

Between  the  Alps  and  the  Apennines,  with  the  sombrero  of  the  Emperor  Maxi¬ 
milian  of  Mexico  hanging  on  the  wall,  sits  a  curator  of  coins  who  has  been  waiting 
to  read  of  my  journeys  in  Italy  in  search  of  coins  for  four  years. 

The  Bulletin  carried  the  story  of  my  “Numismatic  Tour  de  France”  soon  after 
I  had  finished  my  first  continental  museum  crawl  in  1965 — and  incidentally  made 
me  many  contacts  whom  I  am  still  meeting  for  the  first  time  eight  years  later.  I 
proposed  an  Italian  saga  to  the  long  suffering  editor  when  I  returned  from  Italy  in 
1969,  he  accepted  it  with  the  proviso  that  it  should  be  of  finite  length,  but  it  was 
never  written.  The  north  of  France  was  scoured  for  coins  in  1970  but  the  journey  was 
less  happy  than  its  predecessors  and  I  had  less  motive  to  recall  it.  Meanwhile,  Britain 
has  been  simmering  gently  in  the  background.  Since  the  proofs  for  the  final  article 
presenting  all  these  coins  have  been  corrected,  and  that  episode  should  appear  in 
Volume  IV  of  Britannia  at  Christmas,  it  seems  time  to  explain  what  has  been  going 
on  in  the  more  chatty  tone  which  academic  editors  are  still  trying  to  remove  from 
my  allegedly  “scholarly”  works. 

To  return  to  my  friend  who  curates  the  Imperial  Sombrero.  He  is  one  in  a  line 
of  continental  curators  who  made  my  journeys  worthwhile.  All  the  incidents  in  my 
travels  on  which  I  look  back  happily  depend  on  people  who  welcomed  me,  put  them- 
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selves  out  for  me,  and  often  remained  friends  with  whom  I  have  corresponded  since. 
Every  curator  I  met  was  at  least  friendly,  a  few  were  unable  to  help  for  simple  practical 
reasons — I  accepted  this — and  we  parted  amicably.  With  three  times  the  experience 
I  had  when  I  wrote  of  the  South  of  France,  I  repeat  what  I  said  then — the  museum 
and  library  curators  of  France  and  Italy  are  a  friendly,  hard-worked,  race  who  wel¬ 
come  visitors  and  enquirers  who  have  the  courtesy  to  warn  of  their  impending 
arrival,  because  they  regard  a  foreign  visitor  as  an  honour  to  their  museum  rather 
than  a  time-consuming  nuisance. 

Whereas  in  France  and  Britain  you  have  to  search  hard  for  large  collections  of 
Roman  coins,  Italy  offers  the  numismatist  a  good  number  of  great  collections. 
Bologna  with  a  University  collection  of  11,000  and  a  civic  collection  of  7,000  coins 
comes  top  of  my  list,  but  Aquileia  at  the  N.E.  tip  of  the  Adriatic  has  some  13,000 
site  finds  in  a  museum  of  extreme  variety  and  richness,  and  the  site  of  Ostia  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Tiber  has  in  its  museum  coins  which  still  have  to  be  counted.  But 
Rome — the  centre  of  the  world — what  about  Rome  ?  The  Vatican,  the  collection  of 
the  Popes  ?  Yes,  these  exist,  but  both  have  snags  which  will  appear  in  due  course. 
Once  we  leave  the  very  large  collections  for  those  which  appear  in  most  Italian  towns 
of  reasonable  size  and  Roman  origin,  there  is  plenty  of  choice  of  collections  of 
between  one  and  three  thousand  coins — Pavia,  Padova,  Venice,  Ravenna,  Siena — 
and  so  on.  Most  of  these  collections  are  alike  in  having  a  fair  sprinkling  of  gold  coins, 
which  are  much  rarer  in  England;  and  they  join  the  South  of  France  against  England 
in  having  rather  few  coins  of  the  fourth  century. 

My  journey  round  Italian  museums  was  a  replica  of  my  journey  in  France;  a 
succession  of  a  day’s  work  in  a  museum,  a  night’s  stay  in  a  hotel,  a  morning’s  journey 
in  my  long  suffering  bubble  car,  perhaps  a  little  sight-seeing,  and  back  to  work  again. 
But  first  I  had  to  get  to  Italy  and  here  the  Alps  did  give  a  moment’s  pause  for  re¬ 
flection.  Reflection  ceased  when  I  decided  that  what  Hannibal  could  do  with  elephants 
I  could  do  on  three  wheels  and  I  set  out.  Here  I  must  pay  tribute  to  another  category 
of  Italian  for  whom  I  have  great  admiration — the  Italian  mechanic.  His  merits  are 
greatly  increased  when  compared  with  his  British  counterpart,  as  three  incidents 
should  show. 

On  my  way  to  the  ferry  I  broke  down  at  the  top  of  the  hill  into  Dover.  A  very 
kind  A. A.  man  towed  me  in,  found  me  somewhere  to  stay,  and  put  my  car  in  a 
garage  to  be  mended  next  morning.  The  garage  however  had  different  ideas — they 
did  not  deal  with  three-wheelers.  A  round  of  garages  began  and  no  one  in  Dover 
would  even  consider  helping  such  a  car.  At  last  a  friendly  garage  owner  agreed  to  give 
me  space,  tools  and  advice  if  I  did  the  job  myself.  At  Piacenza  the  exhaust  pipe  came 
loose  from  the  cylinder.  I  went  into  a  large  Fiat  garage  near  at  hand  and  eager  hands 
started  to  dismantle  the  casing,  a  ring  of  eager  spectators  gathered  before  an  un¬ 
popular  foreman  came  up  to  explain  that  this  was  no  Fiat  and  I  must  go  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  down  the  road  to  the  appropriate  agent.  The  foreman  was  argued  with, 
threatened  and  cajoled  by  the  mechanics — never  before  had  they  had  such  a  fas¬ 
cinating  toy — but  he  was  adamant.  I  was  put  back  together,  packed  up  and  waved 
off  by  the  whole  force  of  mechanics.  The  other  agency  smiled  broadly  when  I 
arrived — though  it  was  6.30  p.m.,  told  me  not  to  worry,  but  to  be  back  at  8.00  a.m. 
when  all  would  be  well,  and  I  left  to  the  accompaniment  of  a  heated  argument  on 
how  to  take  me  to  pieces. 

After  my  successful  museum  visits,  the  worst  happened  on  the  way  back — half 
way  up  the  Alps,  give  or  take  a  thousand  feet.  I  just  stopped.  I  considered  a  nearby 
precipice  but  as  I  could  not  think  up  a  convincing  story  to  explain  how  I  came  to 
be  at  the  top  of  the  rock  with  my  suitcase,  several  parcels  of  new  books,  extra  clothes, 
and  various  bags  and  packages  and  my  car  at  the  bottom,  I  gave  that  idea  up.  I 
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telephoned  A.C.L — the  Italian  Automobile  Club — who  had  let  me  join  when  I 
entered  Italy  and  given  me  six  breakdown  vouchers — a  cheerful  driver  towed  me  in 
and  deposited  me  at  the  garage  in  Susa.  The  mechanic  set  to  work,  the  engine  was 
stripped  in  half  an  hour  and  the  burnt  out  valve  found.  This  was  a  blow  but  there 
was  never  any  doubt  that  I  would  be  on  the  road  at  8.00  next  morning.  He  telephoned 
round,  but  no  one  had  such  valves,  he  looked  in  his  box  of  spares  but  none  fitted.  A 
slight  shrug  of  his  shoulders  and  he  switched  on  his  lathe — “I  can  turn  this  one  down 
a  bit  I  expect — come  back  at  8.00  tomorrow  and  it  will  be  ready” — and  it  was. 

In  case  any  reader  should  suspect  me  of  being  uncritically  in  favour  of  everything 
Italian,  let  me  hasten  to  mention  the  roads.  I  put  Italian  roads  in  three  classes — 
autostrada,  bad  and  catastrophic.  The  principle  of  the  thing  seems  quite  simple — 
you  either  pay  for  the  autostrada  or  pay  for  new  springs,  shock  absorbers,  wheels, 
axles  and  so  on.  The  moral  was  pointed  forcibly  on  my  journey  from  Assisi  to  Rome. 
There  was  an  autostrada  and  there  was  a  road.  I  thought  the  road  would  be  more 
scenic,  more  gentle,  but  all  the  signs  pointed  to  Rome  and  the  autostrada;  I  willingly 
admit  the  signs  were  right  and  I  was  wrong,  but  I  got  there  in  the  end. 

After  my  troubles  in  Dover  I  passed  swiftly  through  France  in  three  days  avoiding 
the  “Nids  de  poules  profonds”  which  were  thoughtfully  signposted  and  lived  up  to 
their  name,  being  round  holes  in  the  road  lined  with  pebbles  just  the  size  of  eggs. 
I  passed  Grenoble  and  crossed  the  Col  de  Lautaret  (6,000  ft.)  to  Brian^on.  The  sides 
of  the  road  were  heaped  with  snow  several  feet  higher  than  the  bubble  car.  Luckily 
I  was  able  to  follow  a  snow  plough  so  the  road  itself  was  only  covered  with  a  few 
inches  of  compacted  slush.  Brian^on  was  filled  with  skiers  that  Easter  weekend  but 
I  found  somewhere  to  stay  and  next  day  coasted  down  into  Italy. 

My  first  visit  was  to  Pavia.  There  were  two  museums,  one  of  which  is  mainly 
archaeological  and  is  in  an  excellently  remodelled  castle,  the  other  being  mainly 
pictures.  The  coins  belong  with  the  pictures  which  is  probably  a  good  thing  because 
it  means  they  are  thought  of  as  items  for  display.  All  3,583  were  laid  out  before  me 
in  glass  cases  and  I  was  able  to  list  them  at  my  ease.  The  collection  had  two  specialities 
which  I  suppose  I  ought  to  have  expected.  Ticinum,  the  Roman  predecessor  of 
Pavia,  became  a  mint  in  the  later  third  century  and  turned  out  large  quantities  of 
coins  for  rulers  such  as  Aurelian  engaged  in  wars  in  Europe.  This  is  reflected  in  the 
collection  which  suddenly  expands  in  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Gallienus  (c.  260)  and 
contracts  again  after  Diocletian  ( c .  290).  Almost  certainly  a  hoard  has  contributed 
many  coins  of  this  period  to  display  for  there  is  row  after  row  of  perfect  coins  of 
Gallienus  in  mint  condition,  230  coins  of  Probus,  and  so  on.  These  unworn  coins 
with  minimal  corrosion  contrast  with  the  rest  of  the  collection  which  shows  the 
general  run  of  worn  and  unworn  pieces,  usually  with  a  thorough  patina  of  corrosion, 
some  even  with  the  mud  from  their  find  spot  engrimed  in  the  details. 

The  second  speciality  of  Pavia  comes  in  the  late  Roman  period  of  the  fifth,  sixth 
and  seventh  centuries  for  the  museum  in  the  Castel  Vecchio  has  a  store  of  magnificent 
early  Christian  tombstones,  sarcophagi  and  reliefs  which  are  well  known  far  beyond 
Pavia.  To  complement  this  late  Roman  art  is  a  probable  hoard  of  late  Roman  gold. 
There  are  a  few  gold  coins  of  the  fourth  century  in  the  cases — one  of  Constantius  II, 
two  of  Valentinian  II  and  two  of  Theodosius  I — but  suddenly  with  Arcadius  (1) 
and  Honorius  (3)  a  run  of  gold  appears:  8  solidi  of  Anthonius,  9  of  Leo  I,  12  of  Zeno 
and  2  of  Anastasius,  fall  among  tremisses  of  Valentinian  III,  Marcian,  Libius  Severus 
and  Basil.  The  coins  of  Anastasius  probably  take  us  into  the  sixth  century  and  a  fair 
proportion  of  the  coins  seem  to  come  from  the  Eastern  mints,  but  what  this  hoard 
means  in  terms  of  historical  events  it  is  difficult  to  say.  It  was  buried  after  the 
figurehead  emperors  in  Italy  had  been  swept  away  by  rulers  such  as  Theodoric  the 
Great  who  reigned  over  the  Romans  in  Italy  as  representative  or  Viceroy  of  the 
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Emperor  in  Constantinople  and  over  his  own  Ostrogothic  peoples  as  King. 

As  a  first  visit  Pavia  was  very  successful — the  town  was  pleasant,  there  was  room 
to  sit  and  write  in  attractive  surroundings  at  lunch  time  when  everything  was  shut, 
and  the  student  population  ensured  life  and  movement.  All  their  slogans  I  noticed, 
especially  around  the  walls  of  the  university,  were  painted  on  paper  which  had  been 
pasted  to  the  stone  walls.  From  all  points  of  view  this  seems  a  good  idea  for  the 
slogans  are  up  for  all  to  see  but  no  damage  is  done  and  new  painters  need  not  be 
plagued  by  the  out  of  date  remains  of  their  predecessors — and  nothing  is  more  out 
of  date  than  last  term’s  slogans.  But  after  such  a  good  start  setbacks  were  to  be 
expected — Parma  and  Piacenza  proved  blanks.  Piacenza  wasted  little  time  for  the 
museum  was  in  course  of  rearrangement,  closed  up  and  deserted.  This  was  a  pity 
more  for  the  liver  than  the  coins.  The  Piacenza  liver  was  one  thing  I  particularly 
wanted  to  see  because  it  is  Etruscan  and  very  few  Etruscan  livers  survive.  It  has  lines 
on  it  and  is  really  a  crib  for  apprentice  augurs  or  haruspices — tellers  of  omens — for 
it  gives  an  idea  what  to  expect  if  there  is  a  bump  or  a  blemish  in  any  particular  lobe. 
Perhaps  I  ought  to  mention  that  it  is  made  of  bronze.  Coins,  liver  and  all  were  locked 
up  as  I  moved  on.  Parma  took  longer  but  was  equally  blank  apart  from  two  hoards  of 
gold  coins  which  were  on  display.  The  first  hoard,  from  the  Teatro  Regio,  contained 
a  spread  of  coins  from  Nero  to  Hostilian  and  was  presumably  buried  sometime  soon 
after  a.d.  253.  The  start  at  Nero  is  fully  expected  because  he  changed  the  weight  of 
the  aureus,  striking  45  from  each  libra  of  gold  rather  than  40.  All  earlier  heavier 
aurei  dropped  out  of  circulation  quickly  but  Nero’s  coins  continued,  as  we  see  here, 
well  into  the  third  century.  After  Nero  the  hoard  continues  with  little  regard  for 
modern  scarcity — what  mattered  to  the  hoarder  was  the  gold  not  the  unusual 
Emperor  and  his  portrait.  Thus  fairly  common  coins  of  Trajan  (3)  and  Hadrian  (4) 
rub  shoulders  with  rarities  like  Plautilla,  Gordian  III  (7),  Philip  II  as  Caesar  and 
finally  Trajan  Decius  and  Hostilian.  The  second  hoard,  from  the  Via  Mazzini, 
comes  from  a  well  known  class  of  late  Roman  gold;  it  starts  with  Constantius  II 
and  ends  with  six  coins  of  Honorius.  Gold  coins  of  the  first  three  centuries  seem  to 
disappear  finally  when  Constantine  changed  from  the  aureus  (then  at  60?  to  the 
libra)  to  the  solidus  (at  72  to  the  libra)  about  a.d.  327.  Gold  coins  of  Constantine 
himself  seem  to  be  rarely  found  but  production  obviously  increased  under  Con¬ 
stantius  II  somewhere  in  the  350s,  for  coins  struck  after  his  30th  anniversary  in  353 
are  relatively  common.  With  this  large  scale  production  the  nearest  to  rarities  in  this 
hoard  of  73  coins  are  coins  of  Magnus  Maximus  (2)  and  Eugenius  (3).  When  I  had 
feasted  on  the  gold  display,  and  taken  notes,  I  enquired  for  the  rest  of  the  coins.  The 
directress  of  the  museum  was  apologetic  but  the  coin  collection  was  large  and  rich 
and  kept  in  special  custody,  and  was  cared  for  by  someone  who  divided  his  time 
between  Rome  and  Parma.  If  I  would  write  to  him  or  go  to  see  him  all  would  be 
well,  but  otherwise  nothing  could  be  done.  Sad,  but  reasonable;  I  could  have  reached 
the  collection  quite  easily  with  the  expediture  of  a  little  time  but  I  decided,  as  usual, 
to  move  on  and  hope  to  find  more  coins  elsewhere. 

By  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  I  was  in  Verona  and  all  had  changed  for  the 
better.  I  went  to  the  Museum  at  the  Roman  Theatre  across  the  river  from  the  main 
part  of  the  town  and  by  luck  caught  the  curator  who  directed  me  to  the  museum  in 
the  Castel  Vecchio  and  gave  me  the  necessary  names  of  people  to  contact.  As  I  was 
due  at  Padova  the  next  day  that  meant  that  I  was  fairly  sure  of  getting  at  two  good 
collections  in  the  next  few  days,  and  the  atmosphere  lightened  appropriately.  I  was 
able  to  spend  the  late  afternoon  and  evening  strolling  round  Verona,  and  the  city 
ably  justified  a  gentle  stroll.  This  is  unusual,  there  are  many  places  which  guide 
books  propose  as  well  deserving  of  a  gentle  stroll,  but  this  is  usually  nonsense  for 
you  have  to  know  most  places  very  well  indeed  before  it  is  a  pleasure  to  stroll  in 
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them.  The  centre  of  Verona  is  different  for  it  has  enough  to  keep  a  stroller  happy  for  a 
whole  afternoon  even  if  he  follows  his  nose  rather  than  a  carefully  planned  tourist 
route.  The  best  sight  is  undoubtedly  the  Arena,  second  only  in  size  to  the  Colosseum 
in  Rome,  a  great  pink  marble  oval  with  tiers  of  seats  giving  space  for  about  25 
thousand  spectators.  It  is  more  spectacular  seen  from  the  inside  for  the  view  across 
the  arena  lifts  your  eye  over  the  city  straight  up  to  the  mountains  to  the  North,  giving 
the  impression  that  the  mountains  form  the  outer  ring  of  the  giant  oval.  At  a  more 
humble  level,  scattered  round  Verona,  are  the  supposed  scenes  of  the  true  story  of 
Romeo  Montecchi  and  Giulietta  Capuleti — the  balcony,  Juliet’s  tomb  and  the  scene 
of  the  ball.  Even  where  there  is  no  balcony,  a  side  street  may  have  a  small  marble 
tablet  enquiring  in  English  and  Italian  “Dove  Romeo  .  .  .”  (Act.  II  Sc.  II). 

Listing  the  coins  in  the  museum  was  judged  too  long  a  labour  for  a  day’s  work  by 
the  curator  so  I  worked  instead  from  the  catalogue  of  1865.  This  produced  9240 
coins;  with  accessions  of  the  last  century  to  add  to  this,  I  willingly  conceded  the 
curator  his  point  and  was  thankful  for  such  an  aid.  The  catalogue  had  the  advantage 
of  being  mainly  a  mass  of  local  finds  predating  the  legacies  of  wealthy  nineteenth 
century  collectors  whose  coins  were  of  doubtful  provenance.  Together  with  the  full 
collection,  I  also  made  a  note  of  the  Ripostiglio  Della  Venera — a  hoard  of  over  40,000 
third  century  billon  radiates.  The  hoard  starts  at  Gordian  III  and  ends  with  radiate 
coins  of  Diocletian  and  Maximian  I  but  no  folles  or  other  coins  after  the  reform  of 
294.  Also  missing  are  the  Caesars  Constantius  I  and  Galerius  who  struck  a  few  issues 
between  their  elevation  to  princely  rank  in  293  and  the  reform  of  294;  if  reformed 
coins  were  not  purposely  excluded  the  hoard  should  date  from  between  286  and  294. 
In  a  total  of  over  40,000  the  Gallic  emperors  from  259  to  273  make  a  very  poor 
showing:  Postumus  27,  Victorinus  38,  Marius  3,  Tetricus  I  38  and  Tetricus  II  17. 
The  bulk  of  the  hoard  lies  with  Gallienus  5,225,  Claudius  II  4,792,  Aurelian  10,044, 
Tacitus  2,315  and  Probus  12,240.  The  hoard  is  obviously  concerned  with  the  central 
Empire  governed  from  Rome  and  not  the  Empire  in  Gaul. 

The  general  collection  follows  what  I  came  to  recognise  as  the  Italian  pattern, 
though  it  is  an  extremely  rich  example.  184  gold  coins  belong  mainly  to  the  first, 
second  and  late  fourth  centuries — with  Nero  (9),  Trajan  (9)  and  Hadrian  (12)  topping 
the  early  list,  only  17  from  the  whole  of  the  third  century,  7  from  300  to  360  and  then 
70  from  360  to  460.  Silver  coins  grow  to  a  peak  in  the  mid  third  century  when  they 
turn  to  billon  and  then  to  copper,  and  bronze  coins  are  far  more  common  up  to  about 
250  than  afterwards. 

In  an  interlude  from  Verona  I  had  travelled  quickly  to  Padova  and  back  with 
great  success  but  that  theme  needs  to  be  developed  more  fully  in  the  next  part.

A  FORGOTTEN  HIBERNO-NORSE  FIND 
FROM  RATHLIN  ISLAND

Mr.  Ivan  H.  Cameron  of  Dunmurry,  Co.  Antrim,  Ireland,  has  been  good  enough 
to  draw7  the  writer’s  attention  to  a  passage  which  occurs  on  p.  2  of  R.  McCahan’s 
privately  printed  Geology  and  History  of  the  Ballycastle  and  Murlough  Coalfields ,  a 
very  rare  pamphlet  run  off  on  the  presses  of  The  Northern  Constitution  at  Coleraine, 
Co.  Derry,  in  the  early  1920s.  One  sentence  throws  additional  and  very  welcome  light 
on  the  1891  coin-find  from  The  Trench  in  Cairn samson  townland  just  outside  the 
seaside  resort  of  Ballycastle,  and  has  prompted  a  reassessment  of  that  find  shortly  to 
appear  in  the  appropriate  local  journal.  The  hoard  appears  to  have  totalled  some  sixty 
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coins,  and  to  have  been  concealed  just  before  the  middle  of  the  eleventh  century. 
In  his  account,  though,  McCahan  had  had  to  rely  on  some  traditional  and  even  then 
exploded  attributions,  and  so  had  had  to  put  the  earliest  coin  before  872  and  the  last 
two  after  1029  and  before  1039,  and  it  is  these  dates  as  well  as  the  probable  composition 
of  the  hoard  which  have  to  be  borne  in  mind  when  we  come  to  evaluate  the  sentence 
immediately  following: 

“In  1916  there  was  a  small  horde  [s/c]  of  7  or  8  silver  coins  of  about  the 
same  period  found  on  Rathlin  Island,  and  one  of  these  is  in  the  possession  of 
a  gentleman  residing  in  Ballycastle  .  .  .” 

The  discovery  is  one  that  appears  to  have  gone  unremarked  in  numismatic  literature, 
and  certainly  is  unnoticed  in  the  present  writer’s  Hiberno-Norse  Coins  in  the  British 
Museum  (London,  1966).  Unfortunately  it  has  not  proved  possible  to  establish  the 
present  ownership  of  all  or  any  of  the  coins,  and  any  reconstruction  of  the  find  must 
be  in  greater  or  lesser  degree  intuitive. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  no  individual  coin  is  singled  out  for  mention,  and  this  may 
suggest  that  the  parcel  was  homogeneous  and  even  colourless.  It  is  unlikely,  too, 
that  any  of  the  coins  bore  legends  amenable  to  immediate  interpretation.  From  this 
it  would  seem  to  follow  that  the  coins  were  Hiberno-Norse  rather  than  Anglo-Saxon, 
and  belonged  after  rather  than  before  the  period  of  Clontarf  (a.d.  1014).  It  is  indeed 
likely,  then,  that  they  were  ‘sub-Sihtric’  pennies  from  the  1030s  or  1040s,  and 
support  for  this  line  of  argument  could  be  thought  to  be  afforded  by  the  failure  of 
the  discovery  to  leave  its  mark  on  the  trays  of  the  Ulster  Museum  and  the  National 
Museum  of  Ireland.  Earlier  in  this  century,  and  still  in  part  as  a  consequence  of  the 
great  Dunbrody  find  of  1836,  late  pennies  of  Dolley  Phase  II  were  far  from  being 
at  a  premium  where  Irish  collectors  were  concerned,  while  the  coins  generally  of 
Dolley  Phase  III  constituted  an  almost  embarassing  plethora  as  regards  dealer  and 
museum  official  alike.  The  position  was  one  which  contrasts  starkly  with  that  obtain¬ 
ing  in  respect  of  the  highly  literate  pennies  of  Dolley  Phase  I,  while  coins  of  Dolley 
Phases  IV  and  V  were  as  far  from  common  as  distinctive,  with  both  classes  generally 
under-represented  in  Irish  cabinets  of  the  period.  All  in  all,  then,  the  greater  prob¬ 
ability  must  be  that  the  coins  found  on  Rathlin  in  1916  were  very  similar  to  the 
majority  of  those  unearthed  outside  Ballycastle  a  quarter  of  a  century  before. 

It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that  the  following  addition  be  made  to  the  table  of 
finds  on  p.  52  of  the  Hiberno-Norse  Coins  in  the  British  Museum: 

157A  Rathlin,  1916  I  X  H/N?  c.  1040? 

In  the  same  way,  possessors  of  interleaved  copies  of  J.  D.  A.  Thompson’s  Inventory 
of  British  Coin  Hoards ,  A.D.  600-1500  (London,  1956)  may  like  to  make  an  additional 
entry  on  the  following  lines : 

RATHLIN  ISLAND,  Co.  Antrim,  1916. 

7  or  8  AR  (Hiberno-Norse?).  Deposit,  c.  1040? 

SCMB  Feb.  1974,  pp.  39-40:  R.  McCahan,  Geology  and  History  of  the  Bally¬ 
castle  and  Murlough  Coalfields  (Coleraine,  n.d.),  p.  2. 

There  is  no  mention  of  a  container  or  of  associated  material.  A  few  years 
later  one  coin  was  in  the  possession  of  an  anonymous  Ballycastle  collector  whose 
cabinet  also  included  a  number  of  prehistoric  bronze  objects  from  the  vicinity 
of  the  resort. 

It  only  remains  for  the  present  writer  to  express  again  his  thanks  to  Mir  Cameron 
for  drawing  his  attention  to  McCahan’s  pamphlet,  as  well  as  to  Mr  W.  A.  Seaby, 
m.a.,  of  Solihull,  and  to  Messrs  Daniel  McCall,  b.a.,  and  John  McBride  of  Belfast 
for  devoting  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and  trouble  in  a  vain  attempt  to  determine 
the  present  whereabouts  of  the  coins  under  discussion.

Cottrill  &  Co.  Grant — ;  BDM — . 

Discovered  by  Mr.  C.  P.  C.  Parish  and  now  in  the  Author’s  collection,  a  27  mm. 
self-advertisement  ticket  of  copper  with  traces  of  gilding  reads: 

Obv.  “Cottrill  &  Compy  /  London  &  Birmingham  Die  Sinking  Works”  around 
address  details  in  six  lines,  the  first  and  last  curved:  “10  Compton  St  / 
Brunswick  Square  /  London  /  (centre  dot)  /  and  (between  sprays)  /  21 
Steelhouse  Lane  /  Birmingham”  all  in  small  fount. 

Rev.  The  legend  is  outer  and  inner  circular,  quadricuspid  (a  formation  of  four 
concave  curves),  and  diametric,  and  is  meant  to  read: 

“Manufacturers  of  metallic  reel  caps  buttons  /  tokens  labels  /  whist  / 
markers  /  &  counters  /  stamping  /  piercing  /  seal  engravers  &c”  all  in 
small  fount  but  not  so  small  as  the  obverse  fount. 

Despite  the  fulsome  business  and  address  details  on  the  disc,  which  from  the 
mention  of  whist  markers  should  belong  within  about  1820-60  and  from  its  appearance 
belong  within  1820-40,  the  firm  and  its  two  workshops  have  eluded  attempts  at 
tracing  them. 

The  Birmingham  end  provides  a  iimiting  date  1853,  when  Steelhouse  Lane’s  no. 
21  and  next  door  site  were  combined  (and  presumably  redeveloped)  as  Ebenezer 
(Independent)  Chapel.  No.  21  had  been  occupied  till  then  by  Henry  Holland,  a  maker 
of  rifles  and  pistols  since  1844  or  earlier  (the  previous  quarter  century’s  directories 
have  been  selectively  but  not  yet  fully  searched,  nor  have  the  rate  books  been  searched. 

At  the  London  end,  the  topography  is  as  follows.  From  Tavistock  Square,  where 
it  forms  part  of  the  multi-named  main  route  from  Aldwych  to  Euston  Station, 
Tavistock  Place  runs  in  a  north-easterly  direction  to  the  small  Regent  Square, 
crossing  Marchmont  Street  and  Hunter  Street.  The  southerly  end  of  Hunter  Street 
meets  the  larger  Brunswick  Square.  Tavistock  Place  is  a  re-naming,  done  in  the 
following  two  stages.  Its  section  west  of  Marchmont  Street  was  called  until  1868 
“Compton  Street,  Brunswick  Square”  as  on  the  ticket;  its  easterly  section  was 
called  “Compton  Street  East”  until  1938. 

No.  10  Compton  Street,  Brunswick  Square,  was  a  bakery  during  at  least  the 
period  1829-66.  Available  rate-books  have  been  searched  from  1818  to  1853  without 
revealing  any  Cottrill  there.  No.  10  Compton  Street  East  was  a  public  house. 

Neither  of  the  addresses  on  the  ticket  has  turned  up  in  connection  with  any  other 
diesinker  noted  during  research.  Cottrill  is  a  Birmingham  name,  and  in  searching  for 
it  three  variant  spellings  that  commonly  exist  have  throughout  had  to  be  checked  for. 
There  is  no  visible  link  between  this  Cottrill  &  Co  and  Edwin  Cottrill  the  subject  of 
an  entry  in  Part  I  of  this  Dictionary. 

Davis,  Joseph  Grant — ;  BDM — . 

A  jewellery  business  at  34  Woodbridge  Street,  EC,  in  the  name  of  Richard 
Charles  Davis  &  Son  had  as  successor  Joseph  Davis  who  operated  there  1882-1904. 
He  was  also  listed  as  a  masonic  jeweller  at  41  Gutter  Lane  in  1884  then  153  Cheapside 
in  1885-98.  From  about  1887  the  parallel  listings  were  combined,  with  predominance 
given  to  the  Cheapside  address  (so  long  as  it  lasted). 
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Accordingly  his  self-advertising  disc  (R.  C.  Bell  collection)  described  below 
belongs  to  within  1887-98. 

Brass,  thin,  22  mm. 

Obv.  “j.  davis”  boldly  across  centre  field;  above  and  below  are  ornaments 
faintly  suggestive  of  regalia  chains.  Around:  “.  Medal  &  regalia  .  /  maker 
to  all  societies”. 

Rev .  “.  London  .”  across  centre,  and  similar  ornaments.  Around :  “153  Cheapside 
&  /  34  Woodbridge  St”. 

It  is  not  known  whether  this  disc  were  struck  on  his  premises,  and  he  was  clearly 
not  in  business  to  strike  discs  for  customers  unless  masonic  medals. 

Davis  is  a  widespread  surname,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  he  had  any 
kinship  with  others  bearing  it  in  the  disc-making  field. 

Gillott  Grant — ;  BDM-. 

This  is  simply  a  note  of  the  predecessor  business  of  Charles  Neal  &  Son ,  q.v.  in 
this  Supplement. 

In  the  Gillott  name  the  business  ran  in  Clerkenwell,  EC1,  from  1855  to  1952; 
as  stamp  and  brand  makers  till  1901,  then  under  expanded  description  as  brand  iron 
makers,  steel  stamp  and  letter  cutters,  and  diesinkers.  Charles  Neal  took  over  in  1936 
this  last  activity  at  least,  for  setting  up  in  East  Finchley. 

The  addresses  were: 

1855-70  4  Berkeley  Court 

1871-80  31  St.  John  Street  Road 

1881-1936  47  Red  Lion  Street 
1937-52  47  Britton  Street 

Thomas  Gillott  started  it,  &  Son  was  added  in  1871.  Henry  succeeded  in  1881. 
He  was  succeeded  in  1917  by  Walter  James  Gillott,  who  after  selling  out  to  Charles 
Neal  entered  the  latter’s  employment  and  after  retirement  continued  to  have  a 
business  friendship  with  the  descendant  proprietors  of  Charles  Neal  &  Son. 

Gould  Grant — ;  BDM — . 

This  surname  occurs  in  a  signature  on  a  London  market  tally  (Author’s  collection) 
as  follows : 

Obv.  “D.  Treadwell  /  .  Borough  Market.”  around  inner  circle,  within  £  of  the 
periphery  of  which  runs  the  signature  in  tiny  letters  “Gould,  36  Sumner 
Road  Peckham”;  and  “64’  in  centre. 

Rev.  Laurel  sprays  (crossed  with  ribbon  at  foot  and  meeting  at  top). 

Brass,  26  mm.,  straight-grained  edge. 

Dixon  Treadwell  was  a  fruit  salesman  at  Borough  Market  1873-91;  his  business 
was  continued  by  other  members  of  the  family  until  1902. 

Sumner  Road  was  a  street  renaming  dating  from  1869.  The  Gould  at  no.  36  was 
Frederick  Joseph  Gould,  present  there  (1869-)75(-78)  and  listed  as  an  optician(l). 

Thus  this  particular  disc  can  be  dated  to  within  1873-78. 

Griffin  ( Bulletin  1968,  pp.  93-4) 

A  further  Griffin  product  is  ( M-G  804)  an  inn  advertisement  ticket, brass,  30  mm.  :- 

Obv.  “H.R.H.  Albert  Prince  of  Saxe  Coburg  and  Gotha”  around  his  head  facing 
right,  under  which  is  signed  “W.  Griffin  London”. 

Rev.  “Good  cheer  the  finest  wines  capital  stabling  and  every  possible  comfort 
will  be  found  at  the  Old  Hat  Inn  Ealing  Middlesex  charges  very  moderate” 
and  same  signature  as  on  obv. 
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Grueber,  Henry  {Bulletin  1968,  pp.  94-5) 

Further  products  of  his  are : 

(i)  Aluminium  casing,  padded,  38  mm. : 

Obv.  Machine-enlargement  of  the  Group  B  item  2  obverse  (1897)  of  the  Four 
Generations  of  the  Royal  family.  The  outer  legend  is  weakly  impressed;  its 
lower  part,  comprising  Grueber’s  particulars  and  main  date,  is  almost 
invisible. 

Rev.  “.  W.  S.  Lincoln  .  /  stamp  album  publisher  /  2  .  Holies  Sf,  London  .  W.” 
in  two  lines  (first  very  bold)  curved  above  and  one  curved  below.  In  centre 
a  frontal  view  of  a  specimen  of  The  Lincoln  Stamp  Album  (thus  titled  with 
ornamentation). 

(Already  mentioned  as  being  listed  under  date  1899  by  Grant). 

(ii)  Bronze  (solid),  374  mm. : 

Obv.  The  contents  are  formed  from  a  same-sized  reproduction — presumably 
from  same  puncheon — of  the  Queen  Victoria  portrait  obverse  of  Group  B 
item  3;  but  without  its  toothed  border,  and  with  an  added  surround 
(separated  by  a  line  circle)  which  copies — on  a  suitably  larger  scale — the 
rim  legend  of  the  same  item’s  rev. 

Rev.  Across  lower  third  of  flan :  “Far  Famed  cakes  &  biscuits  /  are  /  the  best” 
(last  line  curved  to  rim).  The  upper  part  of  the  flan  shows  the  allegorical 
figure  of  Fame  flying  to  right,  above  a  cap  of  the  terrestrial  globe  and 
clouds.  Blown  out  of  her  trumpet  is  the  brand  name  “Far  /  Famed”  and 
her  left  hand  holds  a  scroll  marked  “A.  I  cakes”. 

The  Far-famed  Cake  Co.  (now  Ltd)  has  its  address  of  long  standing  at  Rifle  Street, 
Poplar,  London,  E.14,  and  has  recently  taken  additional  premises  at  Cording  Street 
in  the  same  district. 

Hyams,  Hyam  {Bulletin,  1968,  pp.  129-130) 

In  the  table  of  addresses : 

third  entry:  to  the  shown  dating  1821-41  add  “and  1857  (end  of  business  life)”. 
fifth  entry:  amend  “1845-51”  to  read  “1845-53-”. 

His  location  during  1854-56  is  unclear. 

Johnson,  James  {Bulletin,  1968,  pp.  169-70) 

Items  signed  “Johnson  32  Newington  Causeway”  i.e.  his  final  address  have  now 
been  encountered.  One  is  a  circular  brass  32  mm.  tally  for  Is.  of  J(ames)  Cummings, 
Billingsgate,  who  was  a  fish  salesman  active  there  1881/2-1891  (followed  by  Mrs. 
James  Cummings).  Another  is  a  fish  VAN  tally  (see  the  Charles  Neal  &  Son  entry 
in  this  Supplement),  hexagonal  brass  36  mm.  across  flats,  with  projecting  knob  and 
with  a  control  serial  number  stamped  on  reverse,  of  Musgrave  &  Co.,  Billingsgate, 
a  family  concern  started  in  1895  by  George  Hamilton  Musgrave.  Johnson  struck 
their  supply  numbered  from  1  to  100 — which  can  thus  be  dated  to  within  1895-98; 
then  a  further  supply  numbered  from  101  to  150  was  struck  bearing  the  signature  of 
a  20th  century  diesinker  not  yet  traced — N.  Glover,  9  Harp  Lane — namely  the  S.W. 
corner  premises  of  Harp  Lane  at  its  junction  with  Lower  Thames  Street  (right  on 
the  spot  for  Billingsgate  Market). 

Jukes  ( Bulletin ,  1968,  p.  170) 

The  West  India  Dock  Co.  tally  is  also  featured  in  the  standard  work  by  Herdman 
on  British  transport  tokens:  listed  as  no.  161  and  depicted — showing  the  Jukes 
signature — on  the  front  cover. 
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Morris,  S.  L. 

S.  L.  Morris  operated  at  327  Oakleigh  Road  North,  N.20,  listed  from  1936  to  1955 
as  a  butcher  and  then  listed  1956-57  as  a  metal  stamper  operating  at  rear  of  these 
premises.  His  telephone  number  was  Enterprise  3337.  The  butchery  business  then 
resumed  under  fresh  ownership. 

In  fact  when  the  Ralph  Neal  business  at  Station  Road,  N.l  1,  was  put  up  for  sale, 
Morris  decided  to  make  that  a  new  venture  of  his  and  bought  it,  but  was  unsuccessful 
as  a  diesinker  and  after  two  years  the  business  failed.  Charles  Neal  &  Son  (q.v.  in  this 
Supplement)  at  that  stage  purchased  the  stock  of  his  and  the  Ralph  Neal  dies,  and 
mulings  of  signatures  resulted. 

Morris  signed  new  dies  produced  during  his  control,  for  example : 

Oblong  brass,  37  x  19  mm.  : 

Obz\  (Reading  across  the  length)  “A.  May  Ltd  /  Borough”  with  small  signature 
details  below  upper  line  and  continued  above  lower  line,  of  legend 
“S.L.  Morris  /  Ent.  3337”. 

Rev.  (Reading  across  the  breadth)  “3s”  (large  figure). 

Hole  shaped  as  letter  B  punched  out  (bottom  right  of  obv.,  shows  left  of 
top  centre  on  rev.). 

Signing  by  name  accompanied  by  telephone  number  instead  of  address  was 
copying  a  practice  of  Charles  Neal  &  Son. 

The  produce  agents  and  merchants  A.  May  Ltd.  (and  in  their  previous  style 
A.  May)  had  checks  showing  their  address  variously  as  London,  Borough  (as  above), 
Spitalfields  Market,  Stratford  Market  (etc.  ?)  and  signed  variously  by  the  successive 
proprietorships,  R.  Neal,  S.  L.  Morris  (above),  C.  Neal,  also  unsigned  (perhaps 
C.  Neal  strikings).

The  withdrawal  of  the  hammer-struck  silver  moneys  in  circulation  in  1696 
and  their  replacement  with  new  milled  silver  coins  took  place  in  pursuance  of  an 
Act  of  Parliament  passed  on  the  30th  December,  1695,  which  provided  for  the 
compulsory  recoinage  in  established  standards  of  hammer-struck  silver  money  and 
payment  to  its  holders  of  the  full  face  value  of  the  coins  which  they  brought  in  by  a 
reasonable  time.  Shortage  of  weight  in  the  coins  withdrawn  was  made  good  by  the 
purchase  of  plate.

Assistance  with  the  recoinage  was  given  to  the  Tower  Mint  by  the  setting  up 
of  mints  at  Bristol,  Chester,  Exeter,  Norwich  and  York.  The  establishments  for  those 
five  Country  mints  were  on  a  similar  basis  to  that  of  the  London  Mint,  each  of  them 
having  as  their  four  principal  officers  a  Deputy  Warden,  a  Deputy  Master  and 
Worker,  a  Deputy  King’s  Clerk  and  a  Deputy  Comptroller. 

Separate  entry  and  account  books  were  kept  in  each  of  the  Country  Mints  for 
or  by  all  of  the  four  principal  officers.  Although  many  of  the  books  are  no  longer  in 
existence,  the  one  series  for  each  of  the  five  Country  Mints  included  in  this  Class 
would  appear  to  provide  an  adequate  record  of  the  proceedings  in  those  mints 
during  the  period  of  their  operation. 

Details  of  the  contents  of  the  books  are  as  follows.  Balance  books  with  the  mclter 
and  moneyers  contain  monthly  accounts  of  charge  and  discharge  for  ingots  and  bars, 
and  for  moneys  and  scissell.  Day  books  or  journals  record  imports,  with  standard  of 
fineness;  silver  and  alloy  delivered  to  melting;  pots;  delivery  of  ingots  to  moneyers; 
ingots  received  from  refiner;  clearance  of  importers;  and  receipt  of  money  and 
scissell  from  the  moneyers.  Melting  books  contain  records  of  silver  and  alloy  put  into 
each  pot,  with  standard  of  fineness  and  importers’  names;  pot  assay;  and  monthly 
totals  of  ingots  and  alloy  molten.  Tale  books  record  deliveries  of  ingots  to  the  melter 
and  the  moneyers;. receipts  of  scissell  from  the  moneyers;  ingots  delivered  to  and 
received  from  the  refiner;  deliveries  of  scissell  to  melting;  receipts  of  moneys  from 
the  moneyers  ;  and  imports  of  hammered  money  and  names  of  importers. 


Details  of  the  silver  melted  and  coined  monthly,  and  the  tale  of  the  new  moneys  paid 
out  monthly,  are  given  in  the  Comptrolment  Rolls. 

The  proceedings  in  the  Tower  Mint  are  recorded  in  similar  books  and  rolls.
